When I firſt read thoſe canting Phraſes, with which the Ad- 
dreſſes of the late Reign abounded, I was at a loſs ro find 
our their and dererminate Meaning: But was at laſt 
ſatisſied, by reading the Addreſs from the Univerſity of Ox- 
to her Majeſty, April 28.
